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Five Shots Enter Body of Murdered 
Man; Dies In Few Minutes. 


Sum of $876 j03 Is Asked for Building 
Material Delivered Last Tear. 


Noted Engineer Will Acquaint Mem 
bers of Chamber of Commerce With 
Plans for Greater Booster Scheme. 


Refused Two Weeks Ago, but Grunted 
Monday Night; Industrial Way 
to Be Improved Soon. 


Tow Sun, a Chinese gardener of San 
Mateo, was shot down in cold blood 
at the door of his cabin Sunday night 
by an unknown assassin. The in¬ 
jured man was discovered by Police¬ 
man Klima and taken to the Red Cross 
Hospital, where he died within a few 
minutes and without regaining con¬ 
sciousness. Klima was called to the 
scene of the murder by Mrs. A. J. 
Pattisson, who lives near by. Mrs. 
Pattisson stated she heard five shots, 
then the sound of somebody groaning. 
She hurriedly telephoned for the 
officer, who found the stricken Chinese 
rolling on the ground in agony. He 
was unable to speak at the time and 
death sealed his lips without his mak¬ 
ing any statement as to whom his as¬ 
sailants were. The only cTue to their 
identity is a tan-colored cap found 
near the scene of the shooting. 

It i^ believed the murderers were 
tongmen from San Francisco. Tow 
Sun received a warning some time ago 
that he was in danger, and disap¬ 
peared up to a few days ago, when he 
returned to hiB work on the A. H. 
Payson place. 


Suit was filed in the superior court 
at Redwood City Thursday afternoon 
of last week by the South City Lum¬ 
ber and Supply Company against the 
South San Francisco Land and Im¬ 
provement Company. It is alleged that 
the plaintiff corporation delivered to 
the defendants lumber and building 
material between June 1st and Novem¬ 
ber 10th of last year to the sum of 
$876.03, and that sum is asked for in 
the suit, together with interest from 
November 10, 1^30. 

This suit is the outgrowth of the 
going bankrupt of the Power Con¬ 
struction Company which, about a 
year ago, bought from the land com¬ 
pany'a site on Swift avenue near the 
Virden Packing Company’s plant and 
started to put up a structure for the 
fabricating of structural steel. The 
building material was supplied to them 
by the South City Lumber Company. 
When the Power Construction Com¬ 
pany, through alleged mismanagement, 
went bankrupt, the land company 
took hack the building site and with 
it the material supplied and the partly 
constructed building. 


Dr. B. M. Rastall, city planning and 
industrial advisor of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, will address 
the Chamber of Commerce of South 
San Francisco at the South San Fran¬ 
cisco city hall Tuesday, May 17th.

All municipal officials and all pro¬ 
motion organizations in San Mateo 
county have been invited to attend the 
meeting, which will be followed soon 
by conferences in all parts of the 
county to make every town fully ac¬ 
quainted with the Rastall plan. 


. When is a soft drink place not a 
soft drink place? Thai is a question 
that naturally arises following the 
granting by the city trustees Monday 
night of the license for soft drink sell¬ 
ing at the restaurant at the corner of 
Miller and Cypress avenues, which 
they refused two weeks ago. The ap¬ 
plication at that time was signed by 
Guilio Lombardi and Bini Geladio; 
this time it was signed by Lombardi 
alone. Just the reason why the ap¬ 
plication was first rejected and then 
granted does not appear 

Steps were taken at the meeting- to 
mitigate the evil of livestock running 
loose in this citf. Complaints about 
such stock have often been voiced and 
from time to time attempts have been 
made to better conditions, but witli 
little effect. At this meeting the office 
of poundmaster was declared vacant. 
At the same time the fees which the 
local poundmaster is allowed to col¬ 
lect for taking up loose stock were 
doubled, in an attempt to secure the 
services of a man who would give time 
and attention to the duties of the 
office. These fees will now stand as 
$6 for cows and horses and $2 for 
goats. It is expected that in the near 
future an appcWitment for pound- 
master will he made. * 

The matter of the sanitary condition 
of a bakery on Grand avenue, between 
Cypress avenue and San Bruno road, 
was brought up, and the city clerk 
was instructed to ask the city health 
officer to make an inspection of the 
place. 

Representations were made at the 
meeting that there were many bad 
places in the paving in this city re¬ 
sulting from work done in the street 
by the local water company. City 
Clerk McSweeney was instructed to 
communicate with the water company 
to the effect that, according to the 
city ordinance, every company doing 
work in the streets of this city which 
requires the tearing up of pavement 
must deposit with the city clerk a 
bond sufficient to cover the cost of the 
repairs to the paving, aud that this 
rule must be adhered to. It was 
pointed out that work by the water 
company had left damaged pavement 
on the extension of Swift avenue, on 
Linden avenue, and in three blocks at 
the west end of Commercial avenue. 

Three resolutions leading up to the 
Improvement of the road from Swift 
avenue to Butler road were passed. 
The first officially gave to this road 
the name of industrial way, the 
second established the grades on this

POTATO INSPECTOR ARRANGED 

FOB, that local tubers may 
find welcome when they 

KNOCK AT DOOR IN OREGON. 


DRIVE FOR SALVATION ARMY TO 
START MAY 9; QUOTA FOR SAN 
MATEO COUNTY IS FIXED AT 
$3500; WORKERS CHOSEN. 


All California potatoes shipped to 
Oregon must be inspected and found 
free from potato moths, according to 
information forthcoming at Monday’s 
meeting of the county supervisors. W. 
R. Larzelere, president “of the Cali¬ 
fornia Potato Growers’ Association, 
appeared before the board and told of 
the virtual quarantine put on by Ore¬ 
gon against California potatoes. Ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Larzelere, the tubers 
from this state must carry a state cer¬ 
tificate of inspection, together with a 
certificate from the county horti¬ 
culturist of the county where they 
were raised, and a statement telling 
whether they were sacked immedi¬ 
ately after digging, all this before the 
door into Oregon would be opened. 
The potato growers, according to the 
association official, have agreed to pay 
a state inspection fee of $5 per car. 
bounty Hortfbulturist Tate stated 
that it would probably cost this county 
5400 to cover the county inspection in 
the Colnta district alone for the next 
two mouths. The board authorized 
Ur. Tate to employ an Inspector at a 
wlary of $125 for the next two months, 
with an allowance of $50 per month 
for his expenses. All inspection fees 
will be paid into the county treasury. 

A. Mattson, a Daly City contractor, 
was awarded three contracts for the 
construction of retaining walls on the 
ba Honda road. The work of building 
these walls will be begun In a few 
days and the La Honda road will be 
closed while It is In progress. 

A letter of protest from W. H. 
Oofflnberry of South San Francisco 
against the building of the county 
hospital at this time because of ex¬ 
cessive building costs, was read and 
ordered placed on file. 

Supervisor 'fhomas L. Hickey ad¬ 
dressed the board on the need of an 
auto scale at Oolma for the purpose 
of determining the weight of loads 
passing on trucks. Mr. Hickey stated 
a truck driver was recently arrested 
for having thirty tons piled on his 
truck and trailer. This was laid over 
for future consideration. 

Regarding the construction of a 
playground at the county clinic, 
Supervisor MacBain stated $250 had 
^•"n raised by popular subscriptions 
f°r the purpose of equipment. The 
hoard appropriated $250 more for the 
Purpose of surfacing the ground with 
r»ck. 

A communication from Mrs. G.

Braised Leg of Mutton 

1 leg mutton. 

^ medium-sized onion. 

1 carrot. 

1 turnip. 

% bay leaf. 

1 sprig each thyme and parsley. 

14 cup mutton drippings or butter. 

114 teaspoon salt. 

12 peppercorns. 

3 cups hot water. 

Have the leg of mutton boned. Wipe 
»nd remove outside papery skin from 
the meat, if it is present, stuff, sew, 
and place in a deep pan. Cook -the 
onion (sliced), the carrot, and the 
turnip (cut into dice), bay leaf, thyme, 
and parsley five minutes in the butter 
or mutton drippings. Add the hot 
water, salt, and peppercorns, and 
pour the mixture over the mutton. 
Cook slowly for three hours, with the 
dish covered except for the last half 
hour. Make a brown gravy out of the 
strained broth in which the meat has 
been cooked. 

Stuffing for Braised Leg of Mutton 

The stuffing for the braised leg of 
mutton is made as follows: 

1 cup cracker crumbs. 

2 tablespoons melted butter. 

■/ 4 teaspoon salt. 

'» teaspoon pepper. 

’4 teaspoon poultry seasoning, 
cup boiling water. 

Brown Gravy for Roast Mutton 
In making gravy for roast mutton 
or any other roast meat, allow two 
level tablespoons of fat for each cup 
of gravy desired, pouring off any in 
excess of that amount. To the fat 
add three tablespoons of flour for each 
cup of gravy and cook thoroughly, 
browning it, but being very careful 
not to burn it. Add boiling water or 
broth and boil for a short time, stir¬ 
ring constantly. Add salt and pepper. 
The proportions are two tablespoons 
of fat, three of flour, and one cup of 
water or stock. If the flour is not 
browned, only two level tablespoons
